It seemed to he generally accepted by 
the negotiators that the United State* 
would be one of the two powers to be 
represented, and that the island of Tu- 
tuda, on which the harbor of Pago Pago 
is located, would naturally fall to the 
lot of tne United States, subject to the 
approval of the Berlin authorities and 
tin United fttates senate, 
it is under­ 
stood that tile British authorities quite 
fully coincided with itas view. 
One of tho icm am iiig islands, Upolu, 
is of much value, while the other, 
bavaii, is practically valueless. 
it is suggested that G reat Britain cede 
the Gilbert aud Solomon islands to Ger­ 
many, the latter retiring tram Samoa. 
The F iji islands aud some oilier points 
also Im vc been considered during the 
discussion, but thus far Germ any has 
not a< ted favorably on the suggestion, 
and there have been evidences that she 
preferred to retain her inter* sts and 
make compensation to G reat Britain. 
This rem ains open and appears to bo 
the chiel point rem aining in the way 
of a final adjustm ent. 
The foregoing general outline was 
given iii quarters well informed oil tho 
general lines of the negotiation, al­ 
though it was w ith tho reservation that 
the understandings wore merely forrnu- 
lative and still open to m aterial change.

In undejuiking, by concerted, per­ 
sistent means, to control the ballots 
of his fellow citizens in promotion of 
bis pcrsonaJ ambition, a man 
fully 
chaJlenges closest investigation as to 
botii his motive and his record. Hence, 
it is clearly due to the voters of Ohio, 
Oiat they have more adequate under- 
• tanding than they now have as to the 
claim of Mayor S. M. Jones of Toledo 
for their support for governor at the 
coming election. Seveiiil [Kiints in that 
connection arise, two oniy of which 
W ill now be considered, 
4nn«« KM M l*i»liili>»J !VlMni«i;«r. 
F irst— When but six years a resi­ 
dent of Ohio, Mr. Jones, as a Republi­ 
can (though credibly reported as never 
having voted a ticket of that party), 
by pci*sonaJ effort sccuriKl his nomina­ 
tion HM mayor of J ’oledo. In 1897, at 
the hands of the Republican party, and 
was elected ai’cordingly. In promotion 
of renomiiiation for that ofnce in 1899, 
he, by ¡»ersonal effort, secured a seat 
aa delegate in the Republic an conven­ 
tion, still claiming active membership 
of that party, with 
unqualified ap­ 
proval of ils policy and management. 
H aving serious doubt, however, aa to 
Buccesa, with his associate delegates 
free for exercise of their will, he pro­ 
vided a gang of more than 100 lawless 
zne>n, who, under lead of a chosen em­ 
ploye of his, early ranged alK)ut tu« 
building in which the convention was 
to meet, and wtien that liody had as­ 
sembled, such appointed mob demand­ 
ed admission, 
wiiicli 
l»eing 
refused, 
their 
leader, 
with 
uplifted 
chair, 
threatened tlie life of tJie colored door- 
keei>er. The intruders tlien prcKieeded 
by main force to burst the door of the 
room from its hinge.s and rush in, fill­ 
ing the r(K>ni, to the serious annoy­ 
ance of the convention, while through­ 
out Ita sesfiion their yelling, sttimping, 
clapping of hands, and “ Hurrahs for 
Jo n e s!” were diriHded for insult and 
menace of every speaker not recogniz­ 
ed as supporting the mayor’s nomina­ 
tion; even the presiding officer being 
many times intermpted by insulting 
clamor, such shameful proct^edings in­ 
volving loss of not le.ss than an hour 
of time; 
no interruption, tm'antime, 
attending the action of the supporters 
of the mayor. 
Such unlawful demon­ 
stration by the 
mayor’s 
mob 
was, 
througliout. not only in his presence 
and with his full knowledge, but with 
his manifest approval, since other-v^ise 
it w'ould not have occurred. 
The spa­ 
cious 
gallery, reserved 
spe( iaily for 
spectaiors. 
meantime 
was 
packed, 
chiefly by such of tlic mayor’s crowd 
ns could not find standing space in the 
convcniion room. 
Upon formal call of this convention 
for candidates for its nomination to 
pleoge themselves in good 
faith to 
abide the result and support the can­ 
didates to l»e iioniinatEMl, Mayor Jones 
absolutely refused 
to 
do 
so. with 
avowed purpose, if not nominated, of 
being a candidate against the conven­ 
tion’s nominee, which 
purpose was 
openly declared on the outcome of bal­ 
loting f(»r that office. 
The result was 
his defeat for renomination, followed 
by his personal candidacy against the 
Hepublii’an nominee. 
Immediately following the city elec­ 
tion in .\pril. 1899, Mayor Jones an­ 
nounced himself us a candidate for 
Republican nomination for governor, 
and to that end sought ele«ctlon as del­ 
egate to the R('pub!ican state conven­ 
tion. providing for tlie primary elec­ 
tion 
“ Jones Ticket.” specially em­ 
phasized in purpose by his own por­ 
trait. a s<*henie l)cliev(Hl to be without 
precedent in Ohio. Despite his utmost 
effort, howevti, he w'as 
beaten 
by 
l,00u majority 
Hut 
his 
persistent 
effort for Republican nomination for 
governor was by no means abated, it 
being publicly announced that a dele­ 
gation of “ lO.hOO of the people” would 
be taken to Oolumbus by express trains 


convention into nominating Jones tyas 
overwhelming defeat, though his name 
was persistently pressed for nomina­ 
tion. he having rented rooms there for 
that sole purpo.se. 
At the last moment 
he found the Republican party could 
not be intimidated, and his name did 
not go before the convention. 
Failin g with the Republicans, Mr. 
Jones at once appealed to the I>emo- 
cratic state convention for place on Its 
ticket, where he met very little recog­ 
nition. 
Rejected by these parties, his next 
application for party nomination was 
to the lab or I ’nion state convention; 
he there receiving about one in twenty 
of the votes cast for governor. 
Thus repudiated by all, he proceeded 
with the “ nonpartisan” campaign now 
In progress, denouncing all 
political 
organizations as “ corrupt” and “ evil 
only.” assuming that no party refusing 
to promote his personal ambition can 
be fit to exist. 
And yet, Mayor Jones ha* already 
organized a more absolutely tyranni­ 
cal party than before known in Ohio, 
which he is manipulating solely In his 


personal behalf. 
It is m ainly In prtv 
motion of such organization that he is 
now traversing the state, county by 
county, a chief aim bcdiig such demor­ 
alization of 
io<*aI 
candidates on all 
tickets, by promise of support of his 
friends, as may secure votes for him. 
To what extent this is to meet success 
remains to be seen. 
It woum seem 
that the same might properly receive 
^^ttention from the parties concerned. 
Comment on such showing can not 
be called for. 
The facta 
presented 
should be sufficiently suggestive with 
intelligent voters of all parties. 
W h y 
he is not now the nominee of a polit­ 
ical party is very plain. 
The one ques­ 
tion remains, whether the gratification 
of his personal ambition shall 
com-' 
maud the atteiitiou demanded by him. 
Joii«« uii Jufurceuieiit • t LiMW. 
Second—Mr. Jones’ advent as can­ 
didate for mayor iu 1897 was almost 
wholly marked "by his open, unquali­ 
fied hostility to crime and immortality, 
the more especial objects of his antag­ 
onism being liquor saloons, gambling 
and houses of prostitution. 
H is posi­ 
tion in such respects was indicated in 
his 
telegram 
to 
Rev. Washington 
Gladden, after the 
election, wherein 
he said: “ 1 am elected mayor, in spite 
of the devil and tjOO saloons.” 
Up to 
tliat time no other man elected to oflQce 
in Toledo has been as pronounced In 
that connection. 
It is noticeable here that very soon 
after that election Mayor Jones wholly 
lost the vigor as to “ saloons,” made so 
prominent 
when 
a 
candidate. 
The 
enforcement of the laws was virtually 
abandoned l)y him and practical li­ 
cense permitted them. 
The result was 
that when a candidate for re-election 
last spring, he had no more active or 
efl’ective supporters than the saloon- 
keei)ers. 
As indicating something of 
the <‘ondition in this respect, it may 
be stated that no otiier class were aa 
liberal In tinancial support (as report­ 
ed by him under the law),four brew­ 
eries contributing thereto, the presi­ 
dent of one of these supplying $1,500 
for meeting a deficit of $2,126.29, in a 
total expenditure of $4.491.29, which 
included $443.60 (10 
per 
cent), for 
25,3UJ of his portraits for free distribu­ 
tion and street use. 
The mayor bases his radical change 
of official action as to “ saloons” on 
tw'O grounds. 
Mainly, that “ public 
sentiment” did not 
promise 
desired 
support of him in enforcing the laws, 
he holding mat “ no matter what law 
is on the books,” the “ only law to be 
enforced is the law that such senti­ 
ment will uphold.” 
Further explanation of the remarka­ 
ble change in the mayor’s relations to 
“ the devil and the 600 saloons,” can 
hardly be necessary. 
And yet, in a 
published letter of Sept. 18, 1899, he 
presents the case in another view, even 
more surprising and sweeping. 
He 
there says: 
“ I can not find it in my 
heart to reject the belief that the same 
force— the 
same 
power— that 
took 
Jesus to Calvary— the power that re­ 
deemed and w ill yet save tlie w^orld— 
Is the only agency upon which we can 
count anything whatever to 
aid in 
bringing about a righteous social or­ 
der, in establishing the kingdom of

It certainly is due to such vot­ 
ers that tuey l)e advised of the extra­ 
ordinary ca.se thus presented to them. 
It becomes proper here to recognize 
the fact that in his official 
action 
Mayor 
Jones 
has 
sedulously 
re­ 
fused 
to 
take 
action 
against 
law­ 
lessness of 
whatever sort—from the 
first declaring the “ Golden R ule” as 
his guide, regardless of “ the laws on 
the books.” of so little consideration 
with him. 
In a word, he construes the 
golden rule to mean that he must not 
enforte the law, even if men commit 
crime. 
It remains to be known to what ex­ 
tent Mayor Jones may be able, by the 
extraordinary agencies employed 
by 
him, to secure support for the execu­ 
tive head of government in Ohio. Such 
voters as, with him, believe that mere 
sentiment should be wholly substituted 
for government, may be expected to 
indicate such view by voting for the 
man w'ho declares that to be his one 
sole platform as candidate, while vot­ 
ers not yet ready for absolute aban­ 
donment of government, in w'hatever 
form, may be expected to vote for a 
candidate 
pledged 
to 
enforce 
“ the 
law's” as he finds them. 
This practical question arises; Under 
the policy so uneqiiivo<*ally declared 
by Mayor Jones, as now 
controlling 
him. what possible service could he 
perform as governor of Ohio?

sembled, such appointed mob demand­ 
ed admission,

threatened the life of the colored door­ 
keeper. The intruders then proceeded 
by main force to burst the door of the 
room from its hinges and rush in, fill­ 
ing the room, to the serious annoy 
ance of the convention, while through­ 
out its session their yelling, stamping, 
clapping of hands, and “Hurrahs for 
Jones!” were directed for insult and 
menace of every speaker not recogniz­ 
ed as supporting the mayor’s nomina­ 
tion; even the presiding officer being 
many times interrupted by insulting 
clamor, such shameful proceedings in­ 
volving loss of not. less than an hour 
of time; 
no interruption, meantime, 
attending the action of the supporters 
of the mayor.

throughout, not only in his presence 
and with his full knowledge, but with 
his manifest approval, since otherwise 
it would not have occurred.

overwhelming defeat, though his name 
was persistently pressed for nomina­ 
tion. he having rented rooms there for 
that sole purpose. 
At the last moment 
he found the Republican party could 
not be intimidated, and his name did 
not go before the convention. 
Failing with the Republicans, Mr. 
Jones at once appealed to the Demo­ 
cratic state convention for place on its 
ticket, where he met very little recog­ 
nition. 
Rejected by these parties, his next 
application for party nomination was 
to the iAbor Union state convention; 
he there receiving about one in twenty 
of the votes cast for governor. 
Thus repudiated by all, he proceeded 
with the “nonpartisan” campaign now 
in progress, denouncing all 
political 
organizations as “corrupt” and “evil 
only.” assuming that no party refusing 
to promote his personal ambition can 
be fit to exist. 
And yet, Mayor Jones has already 
organized a more absolutely tyranni­ 
cal party than before known in Ohio, 
which he is m anipulating solely in his 
personal behalf. It is mainly in pro­ 
motion of such organization that he is 
now traversing the state, county by 
county, a chief aim being such demor­ 
alization of local 
candidates on all 
tickets, by promise of support of his 
friends, as may secure votes for him. 
To what extent this is to meet success 
rem ains to be seen. 
It wouiu seem

It is noticeable here that very soon

enforcement of the laws was virtually 
abandoned by him and practical li­ 
cense permitted them.

that when a candidate for re-election 
last spring, he had no more active or 
effective supporters than the saloon­ 
keepers. 
As indicating something of 
the condition in this respect, it may

Hence, 
it is clearly due to the voters of Ohio, 
that they have more adequate under­ 
standing than they now have as to the 
claim of Mayor S. M. Jones of Toledo 
for their support for governor at the 
com ing election. Several points in that 
connection arise, two only of which 
Will now be considered.

F irs t—W hen hilt six years a resi­ 
d en t of Ohio, Mr. Jones, as a Republi­ 
can (though credibly reported as never 
having voted a ticket of th a t party), 
by personal effort secured his nom ina­ 
tion aa m ayor of Toledo, in 1897, a t 
th e hands of the Republican party, and 
w as elected accordingly. In prom otion 
o f renom ination for th at office in 1899, 
he, by personal effort, secured a seat 
as delegate in the Republican conven­ 
tion, still claim ing active m em bership 
of th at party, with 
unqualified ap ­ 
proval of its policy and m anagem ent. 
H aving serious doubt, however, aa to 
success, with his associate delegates 
free for exercise of their will, he pro­ 
vided a gang of more than IOO lawless 
men, who, under lead of a chosen em­ 
ploye of his, early ranged al>out tue 
building in which the convention was 
to meet, and when that body had as­ 
sembled, such appointed mob dem and­ 
ed adm ission, 
which 
being 
refused, 
th eir 
leader, 
with 
uplifted 
eh air, 
threatened tile life of the colored door­ 
keeper. The intruders then proceeded 
by main force to burst the door of the 
room from its hinges and rush in, fill­ 
ing the room, to the serious annoy­ 
ance of the convention, while th ro u g h ­ 
o ut its session their yelling, stam ping, 
clapping of hands, and “ H urrahs for 
Jo n e s!” were directed for insult and 
m enaee of every speaker not recogniz­ 
ed as supporting the m ayor’s nom ina­ 
tion; even the presiding officer being 
m any times interrupted by insulting 
clamor, such shameful proceedings in­ 
volving loss of not less than an hour 
of tim e; 
no interruption, meantime, 
attending the action of the supporters 
of the mayor. 
Such unlawful dem on­ 
stration by the 
m ayor’s 
mob 
was, 
throughout, not only in his presence 
and with his full knowledge, but with 
bis manifest approval, since otherw ise 
it would not have occurred. 
The spa­ 
cious 
gallery, reserved 
specially for 
spectators, 
m eantim e 
w as 
packed, 
chiefly by such of the m ayor’s crowd 
as could not find standing space in Hie 
convention room. 
Upon formal call of this convention 
for candidates for its nom ination to 
pledge themselves in good 
faith to 
abide the result and support the can­ 
didates to be nominated. Mayor Jones 
absolutely refused 
to 
do 
so. with 
avowed purpose, if not nominated, of 
being a candidate against the conven­ 
tion's nominee, which 
purpose was 
openly declared on the outcome of bal­ 
loting for that office. 
The result was 
his defeat for renom ination, followed 
by his personal candidacy against the 
Republican nominee. 
Im mediately following the city elec­ 
tion in April, 1899. Mayor Jones a n ­ 
nounced himself as a candidate for 
Republican nomination for governor, 
find to that end sought election as del­ 
egate to the Republican state conven­ 
tion. providing for the prim ary elec­ 
tion a “Jones ticket,’’ specially em- 
presents the case in another view, even 


from Toledo alone, for dem and for his 
nom ination; while 7.",.OOO to 100.000 of 
“Jones portraits*’ would 
be provided 
for 
lapels 
of 
coats 
from 
all 
parts of 
th# state. 
The 
result 
of 
the 
attem pt 
to 
intim idate 
a 
state 
convention into nom inating Jones was 
overw helm ing defeat, though his nam e 
was persistently pressed for nom ina­ 
tion. lie having rented rooms there for 
that sole purpose. 
At the last m om ent 
he found th*' Republican party could 
not be intim idated, and his nam e did 
not go before the convention. 
F ailing with the Republicans, Mr. 
Jones a t once appealed to the Demo­ 
cratic state convention for place on its 
ticket, where he met very little recog­ 
nition. 
Rejected by these parties, his next 
application for party nom ination was 
to the I.abor Union state convention; 
he there receiving about one in tw enty 
of the votes cast for governor. 
T hus repudiated by all, he proceeded 
with the “ n o n p artisan ” cam paign now 
in progress, denouncing all 
political 
organizations as “corrupt” and “evil 
only,” assum ing th a t no party refusing 
to prom ote his personal am bition can 
be fit to exist. 
And yet, Mayor Jones ha* already 
organized a more absolutely ty ra n n i­ 
cal party than before known in Ohio, 
which he is m anipulating solely in his 
personal behalf. 
It is m ainly in prey* 
motion of such organization th a t he is 
now traversing the state, county by 
county, a chief aim being such dem or­ 
alization of 
local 
candidates on all 
tickets, by prom ise of support of his 
friends, as may secure votes for him, 
To w h at ex ten t this is to m eet success 
rem ains to be seen. 
It wouiu seem 
th a t th e sam e m ight properly receive 
atten tio n from the parties concerned. 
C om m ent on such show ing can not 
be called for. 
The facts 
presented 
should tm sufficiently suggestive with 
intelligent voters of all parties. 
W hy 
be is not now the nom inee of a polit­ 
ical party is very plain. 
The one ques­ 
tion rem ains, w hether the gratification 
of bis personal am bition shall 
com­ 
m and the attentiou dem anded by him* 


Jo n e s on In (arnem ent < I L a w 
Second—Mr. Jones' advent as ca n ­ 
didate for m ayor in 1897 was alm ost 
wholly m arked 'by bis open, unquali­ 
fied hostility to crime and im m ortality, 
the more especial objects of his a n ta g ­ 
onism being liquor saloons, gam bling 
and houses of prostitution. 
H is posi­ 
tion in such respects was indicated in 
his 
telegram 
to 
Rev. W ashington 
Gladden, afte r the 
election, wherein 
he said: “ I am elected mayor, in spite 
of the devil and 600 saloons.” 
Up to 
th at tim e no other man elected to office 
in Toledo has been as pronounced In 
th a t connection. 
It is noticeable here th at very soon 
after th a t election Mayor Jones wholly 
lost the vigor as to “saloons,” m ade so 
prom inent 
when 
a 
candidate. 
The 
enforcem ent of the laws was virtually 
abandoned by him and practical li­ 
cense perm itted them. 
The result wa* 
th at when a candidate for re-election 
last spring, he had no m ore active or 
effective supporters than the saloon­ 
keepers. 
As indicating som ething of 
the condition in this respect, it m ay 
be stated th a t no other class were as 
liberal in financial support (as report­ 
ed by him under the law ),four brew ­ 
eries contributing thereto, th e presi­

should thus formally av o w such senti­ 
ment liefore the people whose votes he 
seeks, involves a question of mental 
condition by no means pleasant to con­ 
sider. 
It certainly is due to such vot­ 
ers th at tuey be advised of the ex tra­ 
o rdinary case thus presented to them. 
It becomes proper here to recognize 
the fact that in his official 
action

against 
law ­ 
lessness of 
w hatever sort—from the 
first declaring the “Golden R ule” aa 
his guide, regardless of “ the laws on 
th e books.” of so little consideration 
with him. 
In a word, he construes the 
golden rule to mean that he m ust not 
enforce the law. even if men commit 
crime. 
It rem ains to be known to w hat ex­ 
tent Mayor Jones may be able, by the 
extraordinary agencies employed 
by 
him. to secure support for the execu­ 
tive head of governm ent in Ohio. Such 
voters as, with him, believe th a t mere 
sentim ent should be wholly substituted 
for government., may be expected to 
indicate such view by voting for the 
m an who declares th a t to be his one 
sole platform as candidate, while vot­ 
ers not yet ready for absolute aban­ 
donm ent of government, in w hatever 
form, m ay be expected to vote for a

Some Interesting F a c t s About 
Toledo’s Mayor.

In undertaking, by concerted, per­ 
sistent means, to control the ballots 
of hie fallow citizens in promotion of 
tils personal ambition, a man fully 
challenges closest investigation as to 
both his motive and his record. Hence, 
it is clearly due to the voters of Ohio, 
that they have more adequate under­ 
standing than they now have as to the 
claim of Mayor S. M. Jones of Toledo 
for their support for governor at the 
coining election. Several points in that 
Connection arise, two only of which 
will now be considered.

First—When but six years a resi­ 
dent of Ohio, Mr. Jones, as a Republi­ 
can (though credibly reported as never 
having voted a ticket of that party), 
by personal effort secured his nomina­ 
tion UM mayor of Toledo, in 1897, at 
the hands of the Republican party, and 
was elected accordingly. In promotion 
of renomination for that office in 1899, 
he, by personal effort, secured a scat 
aa delegate in the Republican conven­ 
tion, still claiming active membership 
of that party, with unqualified ap­ 
proval of its policy and management. 
Having serious doubt, however, aa to 
success, with his associate delegates 
free for exercise of their will, he pro­ 
vided a gang of more than IOO lawless 
men, who, tinder lead of a chosen em­ 
ploye of his, early ranged al>out ta* 
building iu which the convention was 
to meet, and when that body had as­ 
sembled, such appointed mob demand­ 
ed admission, 
which lieing 
refused, 
their 
leader, 
with 
uplifted 
chair, 
threatened the life of the colored door- 
keej>er. The Intruders then proceeded 
by main force to burst the door of the 
room from its hinges and rush in. fill­ 
ing the room, to the serious annoy­ 
ance of the convention, while through­ 
out its session their yelling, .stamping, 
clapping of hands, and “Hurrahs for 
Jones!” were directed for insult and 
menace of every speaker not recogniz­ 
ed as supporting the mayor’s nomina­ 
tion; even tile presiding officer being 
many times interrupted by insulting 
clamor, such shameful proceedings in­ 
volving loss of not less than an hour 
of time; 
no interruption, meantime, 
attending the action of the supporters 
of the mayor. 
Such unlawful demon­ 
stration by the 
mayor's 
mob 
was. 
throughout, not only in his presence 
and with his full knowledge, lait with 
his manifest approval, since otherwise 
it would not have occurred. 
The spa­ 
cious 
gallery, reserved 
spei tally for 
spectators, 
meantime 
was 
packed, 
chiefly by such of tin mayor’s crowd 
as could not find standing space in the 
convention room. 
Upon forum} call of this convention 
for candidates for its nomination to 
pleuge themselves in good 
faith to 
abide the result and support tile can­ 
didates un be nominated. Mayor Jones 
absolutely refused 
to 
do 
so, with 
avowed purpose, if not nominated, of 
being a candidate against the conven­ 
tion* nominee, which 
purpose was 
openly declared on tile outcome of bal­ 
loting for that office. The result was 
his defeat for renomination, followed 
by his personal candidacy against the 
Republican nominee. 
Immediately following the city elec­ 
tion in April. 1899. Mayor Jones an­ 
nounced himself a* a candidate for 
Republican nomination for governor. 
and to that end sought election as del­ 
egate to the Republicau state conven­ 
tion. providing for tile primary elec­ 
tion a “Jones Ticket,’1 specially em­ 
phasized in purpose by his own por­ 
trait. a scheme believed to be without I 
precedent in Ohio. Despite his utmost 
effort, however, lie was 
beaten 
by 
l.OUu majority 
lint 
hiH 
persistent 
effort for Republican nomination for 
governor was by no means abated, it | 
being publicly announced that a dele- ! 
gat ion of “ 10.000 of the people" would I 
be taken to Columbus by express trains I 


from Toledo alone, for demand for his 
nomination; while 75.000 to 100,000 of 
“Jones portraits” would 
be provided 
for 
lapels 
of 
coats 
from 
parts of 
the state. 
The 
result 
the attempt 
to 
intimidate 
a 
state 
convention into nominating Jones was 
overwhelming defeat, though his name 
was persistently pressed for nomina­ 
tion, lie having rented rooms there for 
that sole purpose. 
At the last moment 
he found the Republican party could 
not lie intimidated, and his name did 
not go before the convention. 
Failing with the Republicans, Mr. 
Jones at once appealed to the Demo­ 
cratic state convention for place on its 
ticket, where he met very little recog­ 
nition. 
Rejected by these parties, his next 
application for party nomination was 
to the labor Union state convention; 
he there receiving about one in twenty 
of the votes cast for governor. 
Thus repudiated by all, he proceeded 
with the “nonpartisan” campaign now 
in progress, denouncing all 
political 
organizations as “corrupt” and “evil 
only,” assuming that no party refusing 
to promote his personal ambition can 
be fit to exist. 
And yet. Mayor Jones has already 
organized a m o re absolutely tyranni­ 
cal party than before known in Ohio, 
which he ia manipulating solely in his 


personal behalf. It is mainly in pro­ 
motion of such organization that he is 
nowr traversing the state, county by 
county, a chief aim being such demor­ 
alization of local 
candidates on all 
tickets, by promise of support of his 
friends, as may secure votes for him. 
To what extent this is to meet success 
remains to be seen. 
It wouju seem 
that the same might properly receive 
attention from the parties concerned. 
Comment on such showing can not 
be < alled for. 
The facts 
presented 
should be sufficiently suggestive with 
intelligent voters of all parties. Why 
be is not now the nominee of a polit­ 
ical party is very plain. 
The one ques­ 
tion remains, whether the gratification 
of his personal ambition shall 
com­ 
mand the attention demanded by him*

Second—Mr. Jones’ advent as can­ 
didate for mayor in 1897 was almost 
w'holly marked by his open, unquali­ 
fied hostility to crime and immortality, 
the more especial objects of his antag­ 
onism being liquor saloons, gambling 
and houses of prostitution. 
His posi­ 
tion in such respects was indicated in 
his 
telegram 
to 
Rev. Washington 
Gladden, after the 
election, wherein 
he said; “I ani elected mayor, in spite 
of the devil and 600 saloons.” Up to 
that time no other man elected to office 
in Toledo has been as pronounced in 
that connection. 
It is noticeable here that very soon 
after that election Mayor Jones wholly 
lost the vigor as to "saloons,” made so 
prominent 
when 
a candidate. 
The 
enforcement of the laws was virtually 
abandoned by him and practical li­ 
cense permitted them. 
The result wa* 
that when a candidate for re-election 
last spring, he had no more active of 
effective supporters than the saloon­ 
keepers. 
As indicating something of 
the condition in this respect, it may 
be stated that no other class were as 
liberal iii financial support (as report­ 
ed by him under the law),four brew­ 
eries contributing thereto, the presi­ 
dent of one of these supplying $1,500 
for meeting a deficit of $2,426.29, In a 
total expenditure of $4,491.29, which 
included $443.60 HO 
per 
cent), for 
25.3UJ ot his portraits for free distribu­ 
tion and street use. 
The mayor buses his radical change 
of official action as to ' saloons'' on 
two grounds. 
Mainly, that “public 
sentiment” did not 
promise 
desired 
support of him in enforcing the laws, 
he holding mat “no matter what law 
is on the books,” the "only law to be 
enforced is the law that such senti­ 
ment will uphold.” 
Further explanation of the remarka­ 
ble change in the mayor's relations to 
"the devil aud the 600 saloons,” can 
hardly be necessary. 
And yet, in a 
published letter of Sept, 18, 1899, he 
presents the case in another view, even 
more surprising and sweeping. 
He 
there says: “I can not find it in my 
heart to reject the belief that the same 
force—the 
same 
power—that 
took 
Jesus to Calvary—the power that re­ 
deemed aud will yet save the world— 
Is the only agency upon which we can 
count anything whatever to 
aid in 
bringing about a righteous social or­ 
der, in establishing the kingdom of 


heaven upon earth.” In the same let­ 
ter the mayor said: “It seems to me 
that nothing ceuld be more ridiculous 
aj] I than to imagine that. Jesus, who taught 
0f and lived and died for the philosophy 
of love, of non-resistance, of overcom­ 
ing evil with good, would send a po­ 
liceman after a saloonkeeper, or after 
any other wrong-doer.”

As at once seen, this unqualified dec­ 
laration 
of 
immunity 
for 
‘‘wrong­ 
doers'' of every possible class, would 
utterly dispose of government of every 
sort 
human and divine. 
That a can­ 
didate for so important an executive 
office as that of governor 
of 
Ohio 
should thus formally avow such senti­ 
ment itefore the people whose votes he 
seeks, involves a question of mental 
condition by no means pleasant to con­ 
sider. 
It certainly is due to such vot­ 
ers that tney be advised of the extra­ 
ordinary case thus presented to them. 
It becomes proper here to recognize 
the fact that in his official 
action 
Mayor 
Jones 
has 
sedulously 
re­ 
fused 
to take 
action 
against 
law­ 
lessness of whatever sort—from the 
first declaring the “Golden Rule” aa 
his guide, regardless of “the laws on 
the books.” of so little consideration 
with him. In a word, he construes the 
golden rule to mean that he must not 
enforce the law. even if men commit 
crime. 
It remains to be known to what ex­ 
tent Mayor Jones may be able, by the 
extraordinary agencies employed

him, to secure support for the execu­ 
tive head of government in Ohio. Such 
voters as, with him. believe that mere 
sentiment should be wholly substituted 
for government, may be expected to 
indicate such view by voting for the 
man who declares that to be his one 
sole platform as candidate, while vot- j 
era not yet ready for absolute aban- !
